The report notes that use of navy colliers to carry coal to the Philippines 
because of the shortage of merchant charters available, effected a saving of 
$57,000 for the two ship loads dispatchéd in 1914 and 1915. A similar 
saving was effected on the coal transferred in colliers to Pacific Coast stations. 

DUTCH ISSUE ORANGE BOOK.

THE HAGUE (via Lenden) Oct. 31 (10:20 p.m)—An orange 
book, issued by the Dutch government today, recapitulates official reports on 
a number of international questions arising out of the war. 

The document denies assertions regarding the alleged violation of Nether- 
lands territory by the Germans while they were proceeding through Belgium 
at the beginning of the war, which an ofhcial investigation showed to be baseless. 

The orange book deals with the difficulties placed in the way of shipping 
and the British action in holding Dutch vessels.

England is a great country with 
great hidden powers.

field, but it is hard to convince the old 
lady that it ig time for her to be up 
and doing.

So far 
we have no evidence to show that 
Fay acted on other than his own re- 
sponsibility.” 


BRITISH DROWN 
IN COLLISION. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. 
LONDON, Oct. 31.—One hundred 
and fifty-five men are reported miss- 
ing after a collision between the Brit- 
ish auxiliary sweeper Hythe and an- 
other British warship off the Galll- 
poli Peninsula, in which the Hythe 
was sunk. 

The announcement was made ves- 
terday in an official staternent by the 
British Admiralty as follows: 
“During the night of October 28-29,

PROM FAITH'S 
FAR FRONTIER. 


Bishop of Africa and Many 
Missionaries peak. 


Inspiring Messages Brought 
Out of the Night. 


Remarkable Service at First 
Methodist Church. 


| Deeply inspiring messages were 
heard from Chriétianity’s farthest 
frontiers last evening when a vener- 
able bishop from Africa and mission- 
aries from six other countries as- 
sembled around the pulpit at the 
First Methodist Church at a notable 
religious gathering. Every seat in 
the great church auditorium was oc- 
cupied and hundreds were 
away. — 

After the audience had assembled 
the guests of honor, led by Dr. Charles 
Edward Locke, pastor of the church, 
marched to the platform. Each of the 
missionaries was dressed in the cos- 
tume of the native women of the land 


from which she cante. After each af 
the missionaries had delivered a brief 
message. Bishop Joseph H. Hartze! 
of Africa gave an address on the 
work of the Methodist church in he 
“Dark Continent,” which he declared 
was rapidiy becoming a continent of 
enlightenment. 
These are the names of the mission- 
arles and the countries where they 
labor: Miss Grace Wythe, Japan; Dr. 
Agnes Edmonds, China: Miss Ada 
Louck and Miss Christina Lawson, In- 
dia; Mie Mary RBeiler. Korea: Miss 
Ada Pugh, Malaysia, and Miss Bertha 
Charles, Philippine Islands, 
Miss Louck has been a missionary 
in India for twenty-three years. After 
briefly describing conditions tn her 
field of labor, Miss Louck said in con- 
clusion, “and we travel in ox-carte 
there and not in motor cars.” q 
Edmonds said that she had been sta- 
tioned in the interior of China for 
fourteen years. 
“I represent your lIittle brown 
brothers and little brown sisters in 
the ‘pearl of the Orient,’ ” Miss Charles 
seid at the conclusion of a graceful 
three-minute talk. 


BISHOP'S ADDRESS. 


“This is a remarkable scene which 
we have just witnessed,” Bishop Hart- 
sel said. “You have seen these Chris- 
tian heroines, who have come from 
different parts of the world. To look 
upon them is a great inspiration, and 
remember that they are only a part 
of the great company of missionaries 
scattered over the world. 
“Among the peoples of nearly every 
land are churches, schools, boys’ and 
girls’ homes, hospitals and great 
evangelistic enterprises. I have just 
come from the bishops’ meeting in San 
Diego, where our reports showed that 
the world is becoming more and more 
the parish of Methodism. Why are we 
here? Because we wish our thoughts 
to be drawn out to the whole world 
to consider questions that affect all 
humanity. 
“Africa ts a peculiar field. The old 
Africa is gone and there ts now a 
new Africa. I have no more anxiety 
in going to the most malarial spot in 
Africa than I have in coming to Los 
Angeles. There is a popular impres- 
sion that Africa is a place to go to to 
dle. The fact is, there are fewer 
deaths among missionaries tn Africa 
than in several other countries. Just 
hefore coming to America I finished 
a journey of 7000 miles, traveling by 
train and boat. In Africa we have 
miles upon miles of roads as good as 
your city streets. 
“There are 150,000,000 black people 
In Africa. They speak 650 languages 
and dialects, of which 130 have been 
reduced to writing. The continent has 
12,500,000 square miles and the entire 
population of the world could be 
placed there without crowding.”

“The citrus canker is the most 
serious problem the Florida growers 
have ever had to face and they have 
asked the government for 31,000,000 
to use in eradicating it.” 

Barrett said that poor 

permitted the canker, which — 
to have come from Japan, to get a 
foothold in the groves of Florida. 
The soll of California seems to be in- 
tested with the bacteria of the crown 
gall,” said Dr. Barrett. “We can plant 
a peach tree any place in the State 
and it will soon become infected.” 

Dr. Barrett cold the growers how to 
detect the various kinds of fungi and 


“Use sanitary 
measures first to prevent plant disease 
but be strict if it does get a hold.”

The gross receipts on the grove were 
$1533.17, or over $765 for each acre. 
The fruit went to the packing-house at 
an average of 261 door weight. The 
care of the grove, the fertilizer that 


taxes amounted to $272. Mr. Alverson 
charged his own labor in. The net re- 
turns were $1261.17. 

“The citrus industry looks good to 
me,” said Mr. Alverson, “for on that 
grove I made better than 25 per cent.

SUGAR FACTORY CLOSES.

INSPECTING TREES.

Horticultural Commissioner Kent 8. 
Knowlton, through Inspectors L. J. 
Kanstein and D. W. Pitts. has been 
carrying on a tree-to-tree inspection 
of the 3500 acres in the Tehachepi dis- 
trict that are planted to apples and 
Bartlett pears to see that all of the 
trees are clean and free from insect 
pests and diseases. 

About one-third of the area planted 
is just coming into bearing and it is 
quite important to the growers and 
the district that no serious pests or 
diseases get established. 

With about half the acreage exam- 
ined, including the old family orchards 
some of which are over fifty years old 
and most of the older commercial 
planting, the inspectors report the 
trees in splendid condition, having 
found nothing serious, although there 
has been practically no spraying so 
far throughout the entire district.
